The 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph rejection advanced in the non-Final rejection 
mailed October 20, 2004 has been resolved by the insertion of the proper formula for 
the radical on page 5, line 13 of the specification and the correct designation of the 
sodium tetrafluoride reactant in Example 4 on page 8, line 26 to sodium polysulfide as 
corroborated by Examples 1-3 on page 7, lines 19 and 35 and page 8, lines 12-13. 

The claimed method for producing a cyclic polysulfide is patentable over the 

closest prior art of Yatsunagi et al. for the reasons espoused on page 3, 

paragraphs 4 and 5 of the non-Final rejection.
